And wheras our late 
deare Siſter Qaeene Ar y, having the like Poundage or 
Sub!idy graunted vnto her by a-ffatute mace in the tift 
veace of herraygne, and conſideringe that the ſame Poun- 
dage or Subldy was graumted vnto her for the delence of 
her Realme & rhe fſafegard of her ſeas for intercor 1s of mar- 
chandize ſafely to come in, and paſle out of the ſame. And 
therfore thinking it expedient that ſhe ſhould be duely an- 
ſv. ercd therot, rowards th: Maintenance of her fayd char- 
ges, did therfore cauſe the prices aud values of diuers goods 
and Marchandize lyable to the paiment ofthe fayde Subfi- 
dy.or Pouncage, to be inquired and examined, and did ater 
cauſe the ſayd goods and Marchandgizes, with their values 
and prices to be entered and expreiled in a Booke, ſcaled 
with the great Scale of Fnglang, and Signed with the hand et 
our ſaid Siſter, and remaining in our Court of Exchcquer. 
According to which Booke, the prices & values of Marehan- 
dizes, brought into this Realme, and carryed foorth of the 
ſame, haue {ithence the making ofthe ſaid Booke been taken 
andeſtemed, & the Poundage or Subſidy thereof payed & 
anſwred vnto our ſaide deare Siſter 2.. Mary, andto our late 
deare Siſter Queene Flizabeth, and to vs accordingly. 
And wheras we are credibly giuen to vnderſtand, that diuers 
of the Goods, Wares, Marchandizes, and Commodityes va-

ily or Poundage, hath hytherto been rated onely by the 
oathe;. of them to whom the ſaid goods, warcs & NMarchan- 
dzes did belong. Wee let you wit, that for reſormation 
tkereof, andro the intent all and 'fhnguler ſuch goods, wares, 
Ma:rchandizes-and commodities as atany time hereafter thall 
bee brougatinto this our Realme, or tranſported and carried 
foorrh of the ſame,ſhall and may, both for the true an{wering 
vato vs of the ſaide Sub%dic or Poundage, according to the 
true intent of the {aid Statutz,, and for the eafe of the fazd Mat- 
chants be reaſonably and indifterently ratcd and valued. Wee 
haue of late by our Commiſſion vnder our great Seale of Fng- 
Lz4 cauſed inquirie and examination to be made, what reaſo- 
nable and indiftcrent values and prizes may and ought accor- 
dingtotie true meaning of titre ſaid Statute, bee rated and ſet 
vpon all andeuerie tac faid gogds, wares 2nd Marchandizes, 


for the true aunſ{wering vuto vs of fuch Founda ge and Subt1- 


. die, as by the ſaid'Starute-is amd onght to bee iuſtly and truly 


payed vnto vs, and according to ſuch report and certificate as 
our Commiſſioners in that behalte aſ1gned haue made vnto 
vs. We haue cauſedall the goods and Marchandizes charge- 
able, to and with rhe fayd Subſidy;being eyther brought in 
or tranſported out of this Realme, together with the ſeuc- 
rall kindes, qualities, numbers, wayghtes, meaſurss, and cou- 


tents of the fame, and the values, pryces and rates thereof 


found and certified, ro bee reaſonable and indifferent 
for the purpoſe aforeſaide,by our Commitlsioners inthis be- 
halte aſſigned, to be particularly entered and expreſſed in this 
preſcnt booke, containing in leaves on both ſides 
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to the intent we may be iuſtly NE hrnnd of the ſaide Subſidie 
or Poundage according to the tenor ofthe Act of Parhament 
afore mcutioned. And whereas alſo our late deare Sitter, fin- 
ding the Cuſtome and Subſidie of Woolles, being in yearly

And minding in reaſonable fort to maintaine 
the Cuſtomes being the moſt auncient and certaine Reuenue 
ot her Crov ne, cid vpon deliberate conſideration in recom= 
pence of part of the. ſaid great loufle, by aduiſe.of her Coun- 
faile, afieſle vppen clothes carried out of this Realme by way 
of Marchandize. a certaine rate for the Cuſtome and Sudftdie 
of them, as 1n a particular declaration thereof, entered inthe 
end of the {aid Booke, and{igned withour 1aid Siſter Queene 
ries hand, was, and is at large contained. k 
Wee giue you further to vnderſtand that by aduiſe of our 
faid Commiſtioners whom, Wee aſſigned alſo to conſider of 
our ſecuice ia this behalte: Wee haue cauſed the Rates aſſeſ- 
ſed by our ſaid Siſter Queene Marze, torthe Cuſtome and Sub- 
ſidic of Clothes tobe emered andexpreſiedin the end of this 
Pooke,togither with a declaration after what rate the ſeuerall 
kindect Clothes therein exprefſed haue beene and ſhall bee 
charged with Cultome and Subſidie, according to the Rate 
aſſeſſed by our faid late Siſter Queene zrie, and continued 
by our fat late deare Siſter Queene Fl;zabeth, which. wee doe 
hereby ratifie, approoue, and allowe to haue continuance. 
Wherwaore our pleaſure and commwndement 1s, thar all our 
Cuſtomers or Collectors of Cuſtomes o' Subſidies within a- 
ny Port, Hauen, er Creeke of this our Realine of England, 8

dominion of Wales, for the time being, ſhall from and im- 
mediatly after notice to them giuen ofthis our pleaſure, leauie 
and take vp to our vie the faid Subſidie or Porndage of twelue 
pence vpon the pound, and our Cuſtom e and Stbtigie for rhe 
Clothes, Kerleys, andother Draperies, according to the pri- 
ces, values, and rates menuoned and exprefled in this Booke, 
and not otherwiſe,as they 2nd cucry of themwill aunſwere vn- 
to vs for the contrarie ar their perils. 

Willing further and commaunding the Treaſurer and Ba- 
rons of our Exchequer, and the Comprtrollers, & Suraeyours 
for the time being, within wy our Hauen, Port, or Creeke 
of this our Realme, and caery of them to eharge the ſaid Col- 
leQors and Cuſtomers, and euery of therato ſee vs duely an- 
{wered of the Cuſtomes and Subſidies afareſaid, according to 
the values,vrices, andrates mentioned ju ths booke ard prone 
otherwi'e. Provided alwaies, & apr vill ys, that if at any time 
hereafter it ſhall plainly appearevnto our Treaſurer & Barons 
of our ſaid Courtfor the time being,that the rate, valuekinde, 
name, length, or content. of any Wares or Marchandizes 
mentioned in this Booke be miſwritren or miſtaken in the ſaid 
Booke, contrarie to the rrueth & our very meaning, then they 
may and ſhall reforme the ſame according to the trueth and 
true meaning by vertue hereof.
